Well, there are two more ‘**edro diaries'* items in CD549# a letter to tho President 
and one to tik.* President of the Congress each saying tiiat this sane "Pedro Cliarles" liad 
done the dirty deed for tho dirty heard and uo worry, the crime is now solved. Hach 
is signed by a diffei-ent uar.ie but in apparently the same liand, typea on the saiiio typewriter, 
has the sane typo in the original Hpanish, none of which wai'. not boted by the unhur ied 
officials who jot a translation of each to t o vjliito House 12/Zf/j'3m 

Penabaz, Bringuier et al had plenty oompaneros, eh, amigos? 

•^n rereading GD320,S3705, which we discussed at some length i:^or to the ‘'^€Lrdi Cras 
of 1969 f ^ note a rather e:cplicit reference to that "third man", " Photographs and film

Ihis int rview was when he wa_ looicLng at tue remains of the ;1DSU film, and he said the 
man wai. not in tliat. 

I no be also in chis an emphasis tiiat the operation wac allegedly said by LliO to have 
been couiiceted with ‘^ulane* Taking tliis at face veilue, wo have an added clue as to the 
expected interest of an SI or PSI, ana there is some sense in all those rpports of LHO at 
■^ulano, in tliat are, etc., oven to tho check of the phono calls made from ono of the 
buildings* BuT we thus iiave a non-existent ?P0C with .lou-existent -^‘ulane con..ections* 

Back ±ii the days of the strikebreaking business, which I once investigated ^and tiuit is the
